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Richard Hill, The Pioneer 

Richard. Hill, a Revolutionary soldier and 
Indian fighter, it is believed, cane to this section 
of Pocahontas County from North Carolina soon after 
the armies of the Revolution -were disbanded. Ho 
married Kiss Nancy IlcNeel, daughter of John MoNeel, 
a pioneer of the Hillsboro settlement. After their 
marriage they settled west of Hillsboro on Hill’s 
Creek, and today rough, native-carved stones mark 
their resting places on a hill overlooking Hill’s 
Creek. Hill’s Creek and the Hill Cemetory can be 
seen from an overlook in the Park, v/here each year 
the Richard Hill Family Reunion is held. 


The first Reunion and the organization of 
the group was held in 1950. Droop Mb. State Park was 
selected as a permanent meeting place for the Reunion.
